Oprssa, June 28.—it having reached Gen. 
Todleben’s knowledge that peopie collect money 
for such criminal purposes as succoring political 
prisoners, concealing disloyal subjects, or en- 
abling political offenders to escape to foreign 
countries, etc., he has issued a notice to 
the inhabitants of the Governments of 
Kherson, Bessarabia, Favreed, and Ekater- 
inosiay, reminding them that no money- 
collections are allowed, even in churches, 
monasteries, and other religious or char- 
itable establishments, without the sganc- 
tion of the proper authorities. The Gor- 
ervor-General, therefore, orders that (I), while 
all necessary measures are to be taken 
for the care of the miserable and the 
suffering, no kind of mendicity or vaga- 
bondage is to be permitted. (2) Any 
person collecting funds, for whatever object and 
ion whatever way, without proper permission 
having been first obtained lor the purpose, will 


be tried by court-martial, and have to pay from 


live to 200 roubles, or undergo imprisonment 


for from one week to four months. (3) Should 
any money be found bv the Executive 
that bas been so obtained, it will 


be confiscated, and divided among the 


charitable institutions in the locality in which 
‘the law has been infringed in this respect. (4) 
Those persons from whom it may be avtempted 
to extort money by threats are requested imme- 
diately to inlorm the police of any such attempt; 
for failing to do so they wül become liable to a 
fine of from tive to 200 roubles, or to underge 
from one weck’s to four munths’ imprisonment. 


From Daghestan, in the Caucasus, comes the

WHEAT OF THE WORLD. 
One of the ablest practical farmers of En- 
gland, and one who has devoted many years 
to the study of agriculture, recently deliv- 
ered an address to the farmers of Hartford- 
shire in answer to the question, Is higher 
farming a remedy for low prices?” . This 
gentleman, Mr. Lawzs, answered the ques- 
tion in the negative. Higher farming ia 
England is that system which séeks to pro- 
duce the greatest possible yield of grain by 
rotation of crops and extensive manuring. 
The ordinary four4sourse rotation of crops in 
Great Britain may be thus explained: (1) Tur- 
nips, which are fed to sheep on the field ; 
(2) barley; (8) clover or beans; and (4) 
wheat. The wheat crop is the object sought, 
and the other crops are merely prepatatery. 
There is, therefore, but one crop of wheat 
every fourth year. During each of these 
years the land has to be extensively and ex- 
pensively manured, The cost of manuring 
necessarily forms a large item in the cost of 
production. The result to which Mr. Lawes 
arrives is, that the productiveness or yield of 
the land cannot be pushed beyond a certain 
limit, or that beyond a certain limit the in- 

of the crop bears no proportion to 
the increase in the amount of manure ap- 
plied. Consequently the higher you 
farm beyond a certain limit, the less is the 
inctease of crop in proportion to the expend- 
iture. Nor is this improved by stock-feed- 
ing. Cattle-feed has to be purchased, and 
Mr. Lawzs demousirates that the cost of an 
animal stall-fed will as a rule cost more than 
the meat produced will sell for. The result 
of a thorough review of the whole subject is: 

It is a somewhat humiliating admission to 
make, though 80 far it has proved to be too true, 
that the virgin soils and plains of the United States 
and Canada can produce and send to this country 
urn and meat cheaper than they can be produced 
on our own soils at home with all gur boasted 
skill and science. The opinion expressed by some 
that we shall again become exporters of corn 
(meaning wheat) is altogether chimerical. 

In the Nineteenth Century Mr. -Vurnon 
Surrn presents to the English people a 
sketch of the wheat-fields of the United 
States and Canada which utterly shuts out 
all hope of Great Britain ever again recover- 
ing her position as a bread-raising country, 
and shows how utterly impotent will be the 
efforts of tenant-farmers in that country to 
compete with the new fields of. America, 
which are destined to supply the world with 
bread. 

This art of territory which 
as the future empire of wheat production is 
in that part of British America beginning 
at Lake Winnipeg ; it extends over the val- 
leys of the Upper and Lower Saskatchewan, 
extending respectively 1,054 and 1,092 miles 
westward to the Rocky Mountains; both of 
those rivers are navigable, and, with the As- 
siniboine, Red River, and others, empty 
into Lake Winnipeg. The twoSaskatchewans 
drain what is knowh asthe “fertile belt,” 
containing not less than 90,000,000 pf acres 
of the finest wheat land. These rivers and 
their tributaries are 10,000 miles in length, 
and are navigable 4,000 miles. Lake Win- 
nipeg empties through Nelson’s River into 
Hudson's Bay, and the Weiter looks for ward 
to the time when vessels will leave Winnipeg 
bearing the wheat of that country to Europe. 
This immense region, lying just north of the 
American line, includes 2,984,000 square 
miles of territory, while the area of tue 
whole United States is put down at 2,933,000 
square miles. Including the older portions 
of Quebec, Ontario, and the other Dominion 
Provinces, Canada measures 3,346,000 square 
miles, whilst all Europe contains 3,900,000, 

This wheat region, which is yet almost 
unknown, it is claimed, has a soil-as adapted 
to wheat and as fertile as that of Minnesota, 
and its capacity for production is almost un- 
limited. Once peopled and put under culti- 
vation, it will be able to produce wheat in 
such quantities and of such quality as will 
render wheat cultivation in Europe as un- 
profitable as it has already become in En- 
gland, and as if is rapidly becoming in 
France and the other Western nations of 
Europe. This estimate of the wheat-fields 
of British America, and of their magni- 
and productiveness, leaves‘ out 
of view altogether the wheat-growing 


, districts of the United States. Wheat-rais- 


ing will of course cedbe to be profitable in 
all the States east of the Alleghenies ; West- 
ern wheat will be sold there cheaper than it 
can be produced in New York or Pennsyl- 
vania.

The picture of this territory and of its 
fertility, and of its adaptation to wheat, is 
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our own nose to spite our own face. The 
revolution in wheat - production which has al- 
ready wrought such a-complication in agri- 
cultural and Iand-owning affairs in Great 
Britain is only in the beginning. American 
wheat and American beef have rendered 
farming unprofitable in Great Britain, and by 
so Woing has taken from the owners of 
great source of in- 
come. The rents of farm lands must 
of necessity fall to such a point that 
the tenant can produce and sell at a profit. 
It isnot probable that even with a reduction 
of rents wheat-growing will ever again bes 
profitable busmess in England. Tho fields 
of America, with their wide extent and pro- 
ductiveness, have probably determined that 
question forever. In France the same ques- 
tion is becoming more and more important ; 
the importation of breadstuffs from America 
is increasing annually, and gradually it is be- 
coming, more certain that wheat can be im- 
ported from this country cheaper than it can 
be grown in France. Germany, with strange 
infatuation, seeks to avert the inevitable law 
by seeking to exclude American bread, and 
in due time Germany will be agitated, as 
England was thirty years ago, by the demand 
for the repeal of the Corn lawy and for cheap 
bread. 

In the meantime from the United States 
will go on the business of supplying Europe 
with meat as well as bread. Engiand can 
no longer feed cattle and get as much forthe 
meat as is paid for the cattle-feed. The 
same revolution will extend to other coun- 
tries in Western Europe, which will all have 
to look to this Oontinent for meat as well as 
bread, If the struggle for the home pro- 
daction of meat be continued, it can only be 
maintained by learning the value of Ameri- 
ean corn to fatten cattle and hogs This 
seems to have been entirely overlooked so 

Sar by the meat-producers of Europe. When 
they find that they have neglected this 
cheapest of all meat-producing food, this 
country will furnish all the corn they can 
consume, and the -producing districts 
of the couritry have not by any means been 
yet placed under the plow.

HARRISON AND BENNER. 

The Hangwon-Bexnee controversy took on 
a sensational aspect yesterday by the sudden 
and unexpected resignation of the reinstated 
Fire-Marshal. _ Bennzn’s letter of resigna- 
tion and Harrison's letter accepting it will 
be found in the local report of the affair. A 
good many people will be imclined to think 
that Hargrison wrote both letters, especially 
the one signed by Brunn, as it is more in 
Harrison's vein than that which bears his 
own signature. At all events, the Vetter of 
resignation bas a.certain obseqaious tone 
which his Magnificence the Mayor would 
dictate in satisfaction to his wounded vanity. 

There are two theories about Brewer's 
resignation. One is that he came to the con- 
clusion that his management of the Depart- 
ment would be harassed by Harrison, that 
he would not be reappointed at the end of 
his term a couple of weeks hence, and that 
Hannison might trump up some pretext

If Benner had 
no intention to continue in the service of the 
city, he should have said so, and thus averted. 
the utfnecessary delay and confusion of re- 
instatement, resignation, new appointment, 
etc: He had been reinvested with the pow- 
ers of the office only about twenty-four 
hours when he resigned, and it is not reason. 
able to suppose that he discovered within 
that short time any obstacles to his continu- 
ance in office which was not known to him 
before. Consequently he would have shown 
more regard for the public welfare 
by saving the Council the mere formality of 
reinstating him. As to his Magnificence 
the Mayor, the people of Chicago will not be 
any better sgtisfidd with him for insisting 
upon this new sign that he is the Tycoon of 
this part of the country, and that everybody 
must bow to the ground before him. It is 
exasperating to think that the public business 
must be made to hang upon the vanity of one 
of the public servants, and it is a menace to 
the public welfare when the most important 
branch of the public service must be manipu-

of 1879, but the dog-days of 1880, down to 
the 4th of March, 1881!

They passed the appropriations without can- 
cus riders, and—went home wiser if not bet- 
ter men. Mr. Carrer H. Hanson, the 
man who proclaimed that he would make 
„the best Mayor that Chicago ever had,” 
ought to have learned @ lesson from his 
friends, the Congressional Brigadiers.

THE GOVERNMENT WEATHER REPORTS. 

So far as the temperature goes, the Gov- 
ernment weather reports are utterly decep- 
tive and untrustworthy. The system of 
thermal measurement is all wrong. Ob- 
servations are taken at the highest attainable 
points. As a result, a warmer stratum of 
air is noted in winter and a cooler condition 
in summer, but in neither case is indicated 
the atmosphere within a few feet of the 
surface of the earth where man and beast 
actually live. In any extreme degree of 
heat or ayy extreme degree of cold, the 
temperature is the most universal matter of 
interest and the most absorbing topic of 
conversation. For two or three days pre- 
ceding yesterday, people devoted all the time 
they could spare to speculations regarding the 
comparative heat of the earth we inhabit and 
that typical region of extremest heat in 
which Bos Inazrsout doesn’t believe. But 
Gen. Mren’s Bureau does not give the act- 
ual degree of temperature from either local- 
ity. He soars up into the cooler atmos- 
phere of the clouds, swings his thermome- 
ter from a pole on the top of the highest 
house he can find, and merely informs us 
how warm or cool it is at an elevation which 
the toiling masses never reach in this life. 

Some instances of the misleading character 
of thé Government reports of the tempera- 
ture may be cited to illustrate the cause of 
complaint. The Government report of 
Tuesday morning recorded 82 degrees for St. 
Louis, agd most people accepted the ro- 
port as the average temperature of 
that torrid zone for the preceding day. As 
a matter of fact, however, the local observa- 
tions showed the prevailing temperature dur- 
ing the working hours of the day to be 96 
degrees,—a difference of 14 degrees. The 
Government report of yesterday set down 
St. Louis at 85 degrees for Tuesday, while 
the thermometer at that point actually stood 
at 98 degrees during four long mortal hours. 
At Milwaukee the prevailing heat of the day 
was marked at 91 degrees, while the Govern- 
ment report made it 81 degrees. At Yank- 
ton, D. T., the thermometer went up to 100 
degrees in the shade on Monday; yet Gen. 
Mrs Bureau reported only 82 degrees for 
the same day. The local thermometer in 
Detroit registered as high as 105 in the shade 
on Tuesday, but the Government report fixed 
it at only 82 degrees. Instances might easily 
be multiplied, but these are enough to show 
the universal disagreement between the local 
and the Government reports. 

The reason why the Government and local 
reports vary so much is because the latter 
indicate the average temperature of the 
shade during the heat of the day, while the 
former chronicle the temperature between 
10 o’clock and 12 o'clock in the night at a 
hight of about 100 feet above the surface 
of the earth. Thus, at 10:18 p. m. on Tues- 
day, the Government observation at Chicago 
showed 90 degrees, when the actual living 
temperature was about 92. At the same 
time the report from Madison, Wis., chron- 
1wcled 77 degrees. The inference from a 
comparison of the two would be that, while 
people at Chicago were sweltering with heat 
throughont Tuesday, the Madison people 
were enjoying a delightfully cool day. As a 
matter of fact, it was much warmer at 
Madison during the day than it was in Chi- 
cago, but Madison got the benefit of 
the cold wave from the north a few 
hours earlier Tuesday night than Chi- 
cago, and hence the reported differ- 
ence. If Gen. Mn would have his reports 
of temperature of any interest or value 
in making comparisons, he should ordenthat 


observations be taken at, say, 11 O’clock in 


the day in ordinary shade, such as a forest 
tree affords, and within a few feet of the 
surface of the earth where humanity moves 
and breathes. In this way the comparative 
influence of sand or clay soil, of limestone or 
other formation of the earth, would be noted, 
and it would be possible to form some cor- 
rect idea from the daily reports as to the 
relative temperature, aud corresponding com- 
fort or discomfort, at the various points from 
which these reports come. Gen. Men: 
Bureau costs the people a good deal of 
money, and in many respects it is of value 
to the éountry; but it will continue to be of 
no service, so far as its information about 
the temperature goes, until he shall have 
adopted a new system for his thermal ob- 
servations, 


HOW TO CLEANSE THE RIVER. 
Probably the most unfavorable sanitary 
condition of the city is the Chicago River. 
It was fondly hoped that the turning of the 
current into the Illinois & Michigan Canal,

years ago, would wash out the bed of the 
river with the waters of the lake, and thus 
rid the city of the nauseating and disease-

Ata 
point about where Twenty-sixth would 
intersect Ashland avenue there is a little 
branch of the river running south, which has 
been extended by the building of a slip down 
to the Stock-Yards. This slip is turned of 
eastward at Thirty-ninth street. To enlarge 
this slip running eastward, and extend it to 
to the lake, or, in case of serioug objections 
to a canal running across the avenues, to 
make a tunnel after the manner of the Ful- 


lerton avenue conduit, would supply an outlet | 


to the lake. Therjver would then be connected 
with the lake at the mouth and also at the 
lake-end of Thirty-ninth street. At the 
point where the little arm of the river 
réaches out from the South Branch, a 
turbine wheel could be placed which would 
serve to turn the water either way,—that is, 
elther into the lake through the Thirty- 
ninth-street canal and tunnel, or back 
through the South Branch and main body of 
the river, and so into the lake, When the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal is supplied with 
water from the contiguous land and the 
Desplaines River, and the rains have given 
the Chicago River a natural current into 
the lake at the mouth, then lake water could 
be drawn in at Thirty-ninth street, and the 
current of the river increased by that volume. 
When the Illinois & Michigan Canal is draw- 
ing upon the water of the Chicago River, 
then the current in that direction could be 
increased by the wheel’s forcing the river- 
water through the Thirty-ninth-street tunnel. 
The discharge at the end of Thirty-ninth 
street would be several miles from the crib, 
where the water is taken for drinking pur- 
poses, and it would only be in case of an 
except strong southwest wind that the 
disch from Thirty-ninth street could be 
carried anywhere near the crib; even in this 
case the distance is so large that the im- 
purities of the discharge would be lost in 
the volume of lake water. 

This single addition to the sewerage sys- 
tem of Chicago would probably make it per- 
fect. The North Branch relieved by the 
Fullerton avenue conduit, the South Branch 
by the Thirty-ninth street conduit, and the 
entire river at certain seasons by the Illinois 
& Michigan Oanal, there is no reason why 
the sewerage should not be carried off 
promptly and effectively at all times, There 
would then be the requisite facilities for 
washing out the Chicago River with pure 
lake water, drawn in either at the mouth and 
discharged at Thirty-ninth street, or vice 
versa. Such facilities would contribute be- 
yond all estimate to the health and comfort 
of Chicago, and would serve the million 
people of this city a few years hence as well 
as the half million of the present day.
